(very rudely) bursts into laughter. 


The Evil Sorceress is furious, and puts a curse on him: 
the Prince must fall in love with Three Oranges! 


But first he must set out on a long journey and find 
them. 


After a lot of travelling, the Prince and his companion, 
the Jester, find the Three Oranges, but are warned not to 
open them unless they are near water. The Jester gets very 
thirsty and opens an Orange, and finds inside an even thirstier 
Princess who asks for water. As there is none close by, she 
dies. The Jester then opens a second Orange to get some 
juice, but this Orange also holds a thirsty Princess who also 
dies. In a panic, the Jester runs away.
